SEOUL, Aug. 7 (AP)—Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
and President Syngman Rhee 
have agreed on the draft of a 
security treaty between the 
United States and South Korea 
and. will initial it tomorrow, it 
was announced officially tonight. 

The ceremony is scheduled for 
10 a.m. (8 p.m. Friday St. Louis 
time). 

The treaty is subject to ratifi- 
cation by the United States Sen- 
ate. 

The announcement was made 
by members of Dulles’s party 
and tne office of President Rhee. 
A joint statement from Rhee 
and Dulles is expected tomor- 
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row. The Secretary of State will 
hold a press conference here 
before leaving for Tokyo. 
Promised by Eisenhower. 
Rhee has demanded the treaty 
as one condition for South Korea 
going along with an armistice 
in Korea. President Eisenhower 
promised in June to negotiate a

The infant mortality rate in 
St. Louis, which has been climb- 
ing in recent years, took a big 
jump in 1952, giving St. Louis 
the highest death rate among 
14 large cities, the annual re- 
port of the city health division 
disclosed today. 


With 607 infant deaths here 
among the resident population, 
the mortality rate shot up from 
27.1 per 1000 live births in 1951 
to 31.9, the highest point in 
five years. The death rate for 
white bables jumped from 22.9 
in 1951 to 28.6; for non-whites, 


In other large cities the in- 
fant death rate ranges from 
29.8 for Cincinnati’ to 20.2 for 
Washington, with 28 the median. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, St. Louis 
health commissioner, emphasized 
that the health division is severe- 
ly handicapped by a limited 
budget and “low, unrealistic 
salaries,” .which make it. diffi- 
= to obtain qualified person- 
nel. 


“The high infant death rate 
reflects the lack of an organized 
maternal-child health program,” 
he said. “The budget makes no 
provision for employment of a 
physician to direct such a pro- 
gram. I have requested an al- 
lotment for this purpose, but it 
was cut out of the budget. 

“If we had a maternal-child 
health director, we could estab- 
lish a city-wide program for 
care of premature babies. St. 
Louis is one of the few large 
cities without such a am.“

Striking truck drivers voted 
again today against arbitration 


of their contract dispute with 


owners of 36 ready-mix concrete 
firms, and union officers re- 
newed their demands that the 
employers enter into collective | 
bargaining immediately as the 
only means of bringing the cost- 
ly work stoppage to an end. 

With outside observers look- 
ing on, the drivers, by secret 
ballot, rejected by a vote of 242 
to 34 a suggestion by the cir- 
cuit court grand jury that the 
strike issues be submitted for 
final and binding decision to an 
arbitration panel. 

Membership of the panel 
would have included one repre- 
sentative each for the manage- 
ment and union, with the Rev. 
Leo C. Brown S.J., of St. Louis 
University as impartial chair- 
man. 

Following announcement of 
the voting t, Richard Kav- 
ner, representative of the 
Teamsters’ Joint Council, intro- 
duced a resolution instructing 
the union negotiating commit- 
tee to submit no more arbitra- 
tion proposals to the member- 
ship. It was adopted unani- 
mously by a voice vote. 

Rules Out Arbitration. 

“This rules out forever the 
possibility of arbitration,” Kav- 
ner told the strikers. “It now is 
up to the employers to assume 
their responsibility to the com- 
munity and begin negotiating a 
settlement.” 

Harold J. Gibbons, trustee of 
the Teamsters Joint Council and 
chief negotiator for the strikers, 
expressed similar opinion. 

“The result of the secret 
vote,” Gibons told the Post-Dis- 
patch, “means that collective 
bargaining is the only way this 
strike is going to be settled. We 
herewith again invite the em- 
ployers to come back to the bar- 
gaining table so we can get this 
thing settled.” 

The employers for three weeks 
have declined published union 

‘invitations to resume collective 
bargaining, preferring arbitra- 
tion instead. 

By unanimous vote of the 
membership, today’s me at

Park boulevard, was open to 
two representatives of the cir- 
cuit court grand jury, a repre- 
sentative of a group of women 
which has been seeking to end 
the strike, and the press.

The wooden 
flooring was broken and the 
metal grillwork battered and 
twisted. 2 
There was little in the build-

It was worth much more. In the 
fire and explosion it was about 
60 per cent destroyed. 

Monsanto. wanted to rebuild, 


and had it been possible for it 


to rebuild with the proceeds of 
its fire insurance, no tax ques- 
tion would have arisen. But the 
insurance companies, Monsanto 
told Snyder, were refusing to 
settle the claim promptly. 

It became desirable to use 
other funds for rebuilding, and 


that did present a tax question. 


Ultimately, the insurance com- 
panies settled the claim by pay- 
ment of $13,330,000. Under the 
law, the paper profit realized by 
Monsanto could have been sub- 
jected to a capital gains tax of 
$1,600,000. 

Tax technicians in the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue ruled that 
this tax should be assessed, cit- 
ing a 1946 published ruling in a 
similar case affecting the Public 
Service: Co. of New Hampshire. 
The law required that in such 
circumstances, to avoid tax lia- 
bility, the dollars received in 
insurance must 2 di- 
rectly into reconstruction. 

Revenue Counsel Consulted.

PRESIDENT EISENHOWER at microphone in 
ouse broadcasting room.

In Western Europe. 


We have pursued the same 
objective on the other side of 
the world. In Western Europe, 
we have seen—and constan 
aided—the slow, steady 
of unity, of economic health and 
of military defense. 


With the nations of Western 
Europe now producing even 
more than they did before World 
War II, it has become 
to devote most of our foreign 
operations to the needs of mili- 
tary defense. This means, for us 
as Americans, that these billions 
of dollars directly serve our own 
national security. They have 
thereby made possible part of 
the great savings effected in our 
own Department of Defense. 


The Senate vote of 69 to 10 
on this issue was the largest such 
vote ever united in support of 
this kind of program. This re- 
flects something more important 
than money. It signifies an un- 
precedented unity that crosses 
party lines and promises steady 
purpose in the conduct of our 
foreign affairs. 

All these developments—from 
the still smouldering East to the 
strengthening West — could not 
fail to have impressed the peo- 
ples of the Soviet world.

Berlin and Korea have been 
two of the scenes chosen by the 
Communist world for flagrant 
acts of aggression since World 
War II.

No clearer proof is needed of 
the power of the free world not 
only to defeat what is evil but 
also to create what is good.

NOVARA, Italy, Aug. 7 (UP) 
— Two former United States 
Army secret agents will be tried 
in absentia Oct. 19 for the al- 
leged murder of their wartime 
leader, court authorities an- 
nounced yesterday.

Your recent editorial expressing 
concern for the slum clearance and 
urban re-development program 
prompts this letter. 

While most of us are in complete 
agreement as to the urgency of ar- 
resting decay and rehabilitating our 
city, we are not all in agreement as 
to the method, and certainly not all 
believe that public housing is the 
whole answer. 

Those of us who are in close daily 
contact with real-property values in 
St. Louis, think it ridiculous to 
place all the emphasis on public 
housing and yet day by day permit 
1 that are creating slums 
aster than any public housing pro- 
gram can possibly replace them. 


It seems to the writer that your 


paper could perform a great service 
to the city by demanding that action 
be taken to compel owners of real 
property to maintain it in a manner 
suitable for human habitation or that 
it be condemned. 

The present widespread practice 
of speculators dividing row houses 
into from two to 15 or more separate 
ownerships should be stopped at 
once. Owners should be prohibited 
from selling off the front or rear 
portions of property, leaving no ac- 
cess to the street for one owner and 
mo access to the alley for the other 
and many times providing no yard 
space for one or both occupants. Re- 
laxation of restrictions against room- 
ing houses should be ended. The 
rule as to the number of persons oc- 
cupying premises should be en- 
forced. 


Any person with ordinary powers 
of observation can see the rapid 
deterioration of our city due to these 
causes.

President Eisenhower soon will be consider- 
ing the selection of a successor to the late 
Judge Walter G. Riddick of the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Eighth Circuit, who 
died last week. Judge Riddick lived in Little 
Rock, Ark., and his successor may come from 
any state in the circuit.

The legal profession in St. Louis has called 
attention to this lack before and doubtless will 
do so again. The case for a St, Louisan rests on 
no narrow point of geography. Certainly it has 
nothing to do with local pride. The argument 
for a St. Louisan is founded on the sound 
realization that the work of the Court of Ap- 
peals is facilitated by having a Judge who is 
familiar with the legal and judicial traditions 
and practices of the area which produces the 
bulk of the litigation to be passed upon. 


As it happens there is on the District Court 
bench in St. Louis a Judge who fully qualifies 
for promotion to the Court of Appeals. He is 
Chief Judge George H. Moore, senior among 
the Federal Judges who serve in the Eastern 
District of Missouri. 


Judge Moore, a native of La Grange, Mo., and 
a graduate of the University of Missouri, is 75 
years old. There are those who will say that 
this age disqualifies him. We think the fact that 
he has been a member of the Missouri bar 52 
years is a score in his favor. It means he has a 
capital of experience and knowledge of prac- 
tice and litigation in the eastern half of Mis- 
souri that only years can give. The late Judge 
Charles B. Faris was more than 70 when he 
was appointed to the Court of Appeals in 1935. 


The question of age, however, is over- 
shadowed, in our opinion, by the fact that Judge 
Moore has earned promotion to the Court of 
Appeals if ever a Judge has. He stood unshak- 
ably for an honest investigation when others 
were trying to cover up scandals in the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue. It was he who called for 
“surgery to the bone” and out of his demands 
came indictments and convictions. He stood 
up without favor to faithless officials of his own 
party in Washington. His courageous devotion 
to duty emboldened others and made him a 
national figure, as he deserved to be,

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As the President Sees It 


In his radio report to the nation, President 


Eisenhower combined a review of the congres- 
sional session with a general appraisal of the 
Administration’s course in its first seven months. 

He was entirely right to give the greatest 
emphasis to something with which Congress had 
little to do—the achievement of a truce in 
Korea. And he was right to judge that event 
for what it is—a victory for collective resist- 
ance to aggression—rather than for the “defeat” 
which some of his congressional supporters have 
said it is. 


With all of its complexities and frustrations - 


the Korean action has, as the President said, 
demonstrated the free world’s will to resist 
aggression anywhere. That is a fact of great 
dimensions and its meaning cannot fail to have 
impressed Moscow and Peiping. 


The President’s interpretation of the achieve- 
ments of Congress inevitably differed from oth- 
er interpretations. He seemed to give almost 
equal weight to the real achievements, such 
as the passage of foreign aid legislation and the 
extension of the excess profits tax; to the mixed 
compromises which represent a stalemate rather 
than any step forward (such as reciprocal trade 
legislation); and to his own recommendations in 
such fields as labor law and social security 


which are conspicuous for having not yet been 


made or having come too late for action. 


The President took pains to assure the public 
that his Administration and Congress are ani- 
mated by “a prevailing common purpose.” But 
the value of claiming everything as a triumph 
for unity may be doubted when a realistic eye 
is cast upon such a field as tariff policy. 


In this ‘field the President just did not score 
fhe great advance which he represented the 
one-year extension of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act to be. The fact is that a power- 
ful branch of his party does not “see clearly 
the need for profitable trade throughout the 
free world,” and that it forced a postponement 
of the real showdown on foreign economic policy 


during which tariff reduction will be at a 


standstill. 

Among other omissions, perhaps the most 
notable was any reference to the one piece of 
legislation which loomed so large in the elec- 
tion campaign and dominated so many days 
of congressional attention—the giveaway of off- 
shore oil resources to three states. Perhaps in 
retrospect this achievement has taken on a 
different look.

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Blithe Spirit 
“Violation of the spirit but not the letter of 
the law“ must now be a tiresome refrain in 


Kansas with regard to C. Wesley Roberts, for- 
mer Republican National Chairman. 


First. a. Kansas legislative committee con- 
cluded that Roberts violated the spirit but not 
the letter of the state lobbying act, in taking an 
$11,000 fee for selling a hospital to the state. 
Now State Attorney General Howard Fatzer has 
looked into Roberts’s $3750 fee from Cities 
Service Co., and has come to the same conclu- 
sion, 

Attorney General Fatzer feels he 8 pros- 
ecute. True, the lobbying law requires lobby- 
ists to register, and prohibits fees contingent on 
legislation. True, Roberts did not register and 
took fees after talking to legislators about legis: 
lation. But it also happens that his contract 
with Cities Service called only for gathering 
“information,” and nicely prohibited “lobbying.” 

To prove illegality, the state would probably 
have to go into Roberts’s motives, and lobbyists 
seldom gratify prosecutors by admitting they 
are lobbyists. That is just one reason it is so 
difficult to write effective laws to control lob- 
bying. Of the Kansas law, like many another, 
it might be said that the spirit is willing but 
the flesh is weak.

Results in Oil.

DR: HENRY S. GUTERMAN DIES, 
NOTED FOR PREGNANCY TEST 


Dr. Henry S. Guterman, a 
graduate of Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine; who 
developed an abnormal preg- 
nancy test that bears his name, 


died yesterday in Chicago of a 
kidney ailment. He was 37 
years old. 

Dr. Guterman, a native of 
Worcester, Mass., had been as- 
sociated with Michael Reese 
Hospital in Chicago since obtain- 
ing his medical degree in 1941. 
He perfected the test, now used 
widely throughout the world, in 
1944. It is based on the amount 
of hormones in the blood and 
is used to reduce dangers of 
miscarriage and other hazards of 
abnormal pregnancies. He was 
the first head of the hospital's 
department of research in hu- 
man reproduction, established 
this year. 

Surviving are his wife, Sylvia;

What Makes a Top Musical 

NE would hardly expect that by this time that wornout 

backstage plot about the turmoil of putting a Broadway 

musical show together would have anything new to 
offer. * “THE BAND WAGON,” opening at LOEW's 
“nas STATE THEATER tomorrow, is as re- 
7 a kreshing as a north wind in a heat wave, 
Ka jaunty, vivacious and intriguing. It all de- 
pends how it’s done, and this was put 
together by masters to make one of the 
top musicals ever produced in Hollywood. 

There is a witty screen play by Betty 

5 Comden and Adolph Green, who did last 
year’s dynamic Singin' in the Rain,“ one that satirizes the 
screwiness of show business, as a simple, fast dancing mu- 
sical is turned by an ego-genius director into a Faustian 
legend full of art, starkness and symbolism, then back again 
into a simple, cheery musical comedy. 

There is Fred Astaire, still the diamond-bright, brittle- 
nerved, chipper, wiry and smooth perfectionist in his sing- 
ing and dancing. There is as his partner a voluptuous Cyd 
Charisse, his match in grace and rhythm and exerting a 
good deal of magnetism of her own, There are some arrest- 
ing Arthur Schwartz-Howard Dietz tunes from half a dozen 
Broadway shows. There is some superior staging of the 
dance and musical numbers by Michael Kidd, culminating 
in a syncopated ballet which includes some roisterous satire 
on the Mickey Spillane school of brutal private-eye fiction 
and a shrewd counterpoint of rhythmic and staccato pat- 
terns in the movements of the dancers 

This bears no relation to the revue of the early 30s 
of the same name in which Astaire and his sister Adele 
starred. Five of the revue's tunes are used. “Dancing in 
the Dark” is the background music for a Love Awakens 
type of number between Astaire. and Miss Charisse done 
in a park-+-antagonistic because Astaire is a mere hoofer 
and Cyd a ballet star who gives him an inferiority complex 
in the show, they start stiffly and tentatively, then break 
into glides and expressive rhythms as they grow together. 
“I Love Louisa” is used as a gay little beer song at a party. 
There are good musical numbers to spare—the jaunty As- 
taire, a fading Hollywood star returning to Broadway, 
breaks out in a penny arcade with a stylish, flashing dance- 
song, “By Myself,” and follows with “A Shine on Your 
Shoes.” There is a hilarious baby number, “Triplets,” 
sung by Astaire, Nanette Fabray and Jack Buchanan, and 
a zippy new tune, “Entertainment,” done by the same trio. 
Cyd, or a voice that sounds like hers, does “New Sun in 
the Sky,” and “You and the Night and the Music” with 
sultry undertones. 

As the med director, the ebullient Buchanan matches 
the smartness of Astaire's wry style in such amusing scenes 
as when Astaire, Miss Fabray and Oscar Levant see their 
cherished musical disappear in thin air under 10 minutes 
of enthusiastic analysis from the genius, or he slyly makes 
the ballet star's manager do a complete reversal on his 
refusal to let her do musical comedy. 

In every department, it’s a highly expert show. 
Band Wagon” is something to climb aboard. 


Bad Barbara is Redeemed 

Perhaps “ALL I DESIRE” at the AMBASSADOR is on 
the soap opera side, but the suds manage a fairly literate 
rheen and it is convincingly acted and handsomely set in 
a Wisconsin small town in what appears to be the early 
part of the century.

There is a welcome breathing 
spell from the rush right now 
at NBC.
